Face to face with the possibility of removal from office. 
County Recorder Justine Whitney admitted today in Pre¬ 
siding Judge G. K. Scovel’s court that she was short of the 
necessary funds to square her account with the county last 
Nov. 5. The white-haired woman, visibly shaken by the ex¬ 
perience she has gone through, was the only witness appear¬ 
ing for her defense on a grand jury accusation of willful and 
corrupt misconduct in office. 

She was the last witness. Final arguments were under 

-—- 'f way this afternoon and the case 

was expected to be in the jury’s 
hands tonight. 

Apparently troubled under cross 
examination by Assistant District 
Attorney James L. Davis, Miss 
Whitney explained her predica¬ 
ment by saying she had extend¬ 
ed credit to banks, attorneys, oil 
companies and individuals who 
had not paid their bills to her 
office. 

Names Only One Person 

She was able to name one in¬ 
dividual, Forrest Mitchell of Los 
Angeles, as a creditor who, she 
said, had not paid her. She said 
several of the banks which were 
closed during the depression 
owed her money, but that she 
never had filed claims against 
them. The United States govern¬ 
ment, she said, owes her two or 
three dollars for a recording on 
which a protest was made on the 
amount of the fee. 

Mr. Davis asked her if she had 
any records to show these debts. 
Miss Whitney replied that at one 
time she had these records, but 
when the accounts were long 
overdue, she destroyed the pa¬ 
pers. 

Knew Responsibility 
"When I didn’t have the money 
I knew I was responsible and X 
made it up,” she said. 

Miss Whitney admitted that 
someone provided the funds with 
which she completed her deposit 
with the treasurer last November. 

"Where did the money come 
from?” asked Mr. Davis, 

“I had it in my account. I don’t 
always keep all my money in the 
bank.” 

•I Don't Know’ 

Later Mr. Davis asked again, 
"Where did you get it?” 

“I don’t know.” 

"You don't know who gave it 
to you?” 

It was quiet in the courtroom as 
the jury, judge and spectators 
awaited the reply. 

“No, I don’t know.” 

Presently Miss Whitney left the 
stand. If there was anything else 
she might have raid, she asked no 
opportunity to say it. 

Extended Credit 
Under direct examination by 
O. A. Jacobs, her attorney, Miss 
Whitney said she had extended 
credit to the Orange County Title 
company and other title compan¬ 
ies. Other evidence showed that 
the Abstract and Title Insurance 
company had a charge account. 
Both companies paid their bills, 
however, the evidence showed.

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 30. CP) — 
Gov. Alf M. Landon of Kansas, 
hailed by Republicans of his own 
state as "the logical choice” for 
the Presidency, was deluged to¬ 
day with telegraphic comment on 
his conception of national prob¬ 
lems as revealed in an address 
commemorating the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the state of Kan¬ 
sas last night. 

While the governor, tired from 
two days of strenuous "Kansas 
day” activity, rested, his friends 
handled the incoming mail Rnd 
telegrams. 

Typical Comment 

Typical of the comment: They 
said, was that of Dudley Field 
Malone, New York attorney and 
Democratic leader. 

"Its analysis of the futile and 
abortive measures of the pres¬ 
ent administration merits the 
serious thought of the nation,” 
Malone said. 

The Kansas governor, acclaimed 
at a rally of more than 2500 per¬ 
sons last night, decried "politi¬ 
cal wasters” and urged substitu¬ 
tion of "a liberal Democratic 
system” for a “tax-eating bu¬ 
reaucracy.” 

Governor Landon meanwhile 
maintained silence on the ques¬ 
tion of his possible Presidential 
candidacy. 

Finds Many Flaws 

In his first public analysis of 
national issues the Kansas gov¬ 
ernor found flaws in almost ev¬ 
ery undertaking of the Roosevelt 
administration. 

The address climaxed a "Kan¬ 
sas day” rally in which state Re¬ 
publicans adopted resolutions vir¬ 
tually projecting him into the 
GOP Presidential picture. It was 
broadcast nationally. 

"The clinching proof of the 
New Deal's failure is that al¬ 
most as many persons are out

A fruit and nut acreage survey 
according to age and variety of 
trees will get under way in Or¬ 
ange county next week. C. N. 
Gtiellow, with headquarters in the 
office of Agricultural Commission¬ 
er D. W. Tubbs, will be in charge 
of the survey. At the peak about 
14 enumerators will be employed 
on the Works Progress adminis¬ 
tration project. It will last about 
three months. 

Mr. Guellow represents the state 
cooperative crop reporting serv¬ 
ice. 

He explained today the census 
is not for tax purposes but to gain 
information to be used in connec¬ 
tion with marketing programs. 
The census will supplement infor¬ 
mation in surveys already made 
by Mr. Tubbs’ office, which cover 
the period up to 1934. Changes 
since then will be checked. 

The project will start with six 
or seven enumerators, four stenog¬ 
raphers, a statistical field foreman 
and a schedule editor. Similar 
work is being done in agricultural 
counties throughout the state. 

There are about 70,000 acres of 
citrus trees in Orange county, and 
10,000 acres of other trees, mostly 
walnuts and avocados.

For a while, the newscasts will 
deal only with Orar.ge county and 
its cities, and will consist of the 
usual two periods daily, but plans 
are being perfected to place on 
the air Associated Press reports of 
state, national, and world events 
three times a lay. 

Station KVOE will move in the 
near future to a new location at 
the wc-k city limit,), where a mod¬ 
ern studio and improved broad¬ 
casting equipment will be installed 
as part of a general program of 
progress.

Capital Ponders On 
Landor/s Attack 


JOLIET, Ill., Jan. 30. UP)— 
State’s Attorney William R. Mc¬ 
Cabe turned to Nathan Leopold 
today in an investigation of con¬ 
ditions at Stateville prison, where 
Richard Loeb, Leopold's partner 
in the slaying of 14-year-old 
Bobby Franks in 1924, was 
stabbed fatally Tuesday by Con¬ 
vict James Day, 23. 

Announcing his dissatisfaction 
with official denials that the 
Franks killers enjoyed unusual 
privileges at the penitentiary, 
where both were under sentences 
of life and 99 years, McCabe said 
he would question Leopold out¬ 
side of the presence of prison au¬ 
thorities. 

Loeb ‘Power’ Denied 

He indicated he might seek to 
remove both Leopold and Day 
from the prison for the quiz. A 
coroner’s jury recommended Day 
be held on a homicide charge. 

Warden Joseph Ragen said yes¬ 
terday that Loeb did not have the 
“power" within the prison of 
which Day, in a statement to in¬ 
vestigators, said Loeb boasted. 

Day claimed Loeb promised him 
money and other advantages If he 
would submit to improper ad¬ 
vances which he charged were 
made by the 30-year-old Franks 
slayer. 

Leopold Under Guard 

Still undetermined was the ori¬ 
gin of the razor with which Day 
said he slashed Loeb 56 times 
in self-defense after they quar¬ 
reled in a bathroom. 

Meanwhile, Leopold was re¬ 
ported under guard to prevent 
some fellow convict from attack¬ 
ing him. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 30. UP)

Mr. Mize said that although he 
has not been active as counsel for 
Miss Whitney in the present case, 
he has advised her at every step 
in its development. 

“I even told her what to tell 
the grand jury," he said. 

Under examination by Deputy 
District Attorney Harold McCabe, 
Mr. Mize said that early last No¬ 
vember Miss Whitney told him 
she had not made her October set¬ 
tlement and that she did not have 
enough cash on hand to make the 
settlement and equalize the 
amount taken in in November. He 
said she told him if she could bor¬ 
row $900 it would help her make 
the settlement. 

‘‘I said I'd see what I could do," 
Mr. Mize testified. 

Talked to Employe* 

He said he talked to Mrs. Ruby 
McFarland, chief deputy in the 
recorder’s office, and Mrs Matilda 
Crowell, also employed there. 

Mr. Mize said he suggested to 
these women that they lend Miss 
Whitney three-quarters of their 
monthly salary and that they ad¬ 
vise the other employes in the 
office to do likewise. He also 
talked to several others In the 
office, but later told Mis3 Whit¬ 
ney he was unable to do anything. 

Mrs. McFarland testified re¬ 
garding meetings held by the girls 
employed in the office, one of 
which was held Nov. 11 at the 
home of Mrs. Italy Lee. The con¬ 
versation at these meetings was 
not admitted to evidence. Mrs 
McFarland said she never talked 
to Miss Whitney about raising the 
money. 

Two Almost Lost Job* 

Two employes In Miss Whit¬ 
ney's office were told by her not 
to report for work after they had 
refused to lend money so she could 
make her October settlement, they 
testified yesterday. 

Mrs. Mabel Wilkinson of Gar¬ 
den Grove said she attended two 
meetings at which girls of the 
office discussed raising money, 
and that she refused to lend any. 
One of these meetings was last 
Nov. 11. On the following Sat¬ 
urday, said Mrs. Wilkinson, Miss 
Whitney told her over the tele¬ 
phone she would not be needed at 
work the following Monday. 

Told to Come Rack 
But on Monday, the witness re¬ 
called, Miss Whitney told her she 
was sorry she had acted so hastily 
and had felt that Mrs. Wilkinson 
had talked too much outside and 
hadn’t been loyal. She said she 
was told to come back to work on 
Tuesday. 

Dorothy Kolkhorst, another 
office employe, testified to a simi¬ 
lar experience after she refused 
to lend money to Miss Whitney.

The jury disagreed, and the 
case was forgotten. 

According to an old newspaper 
account, members of the colony 
would eat no meat of any kind. 
Also, n f er, cheese, or bread 
It was toe lief that they should 
eat only veg‘ cables which did not 
need cooking—already our stom¬ 
ach’s aching! 

The colonists had no desire to 
accumulate wealth. They held the 
marriage ceremony in contempt— 
that’s what the account says.

BERKELEY, Calif. CP) The California basketball squad made a 
long swing to the Atlantic Coast this season, giving us a good oppor¬ 
tunity to compare different styles of play and to form some estimate 
of our own methods. The trip has confirmed my judgment that the 
fast break offense should be used: 
at every opportunity. 

It is a particularly good thing 
here on the Pacific coast, where 
the fans like and expect a fast 
game, hut that is not my chief 
reason for using it. I use it be¬ 
cause I want to make baskets, 
and if we can beat the defense 
down before they get set and thus 
make a score I think it is good 
tactics. 

Of course, when we are balked 
the team has to go into a set for¬ 
mation and fight its way through 
by the slow-breaking method. Our 
system has thus been a free- 
swinging system. 

Popular in Mid went 

I believe other sections of the 
country are coming over to this 
style of play. It was particu¬ 
larly noticeable in the middle 
west. Illinois is doing it, and I 
notice that New York university 
will swing until it gets stopped 
and then go into a set formation. 

I favor the elimination of the 
center jump. Among many argu¬ 
ments against it is that when the 
centers are anywhere near evenly 
matched it is seldom, indeed, that 
you get a clean-cut play off 
center. 

On our trip east, however, I 
found very strong opposition to 
the proposal to abandon the cen¬ 
ter jump. Some coaches and 
spectators felt that each score was 
something of a “climax” and 
should he followed by the formal 


start at center. I can’t recognize 
that argument. There is of 
course a thrill to seeing a basket 
thrown, but to my mind the only 
real "climax” is when the two 
teams go into the final minutes 
of play with the score a tie or 
very close to a tie. 

‘Batting Order’ at Outer 

In the middle west some 
coaches suggested that the center 
jump be retained, but that all 
members of the team be rotated 
at center, thus doing away with 
the single, tall center. I know 
what I’d do in the way of a “bat¬ 
ting order” in that case but I 
can't see that the system would 
improve the game any. 

One result of the elimination of 
the renter jump and the restric¬ 
tion on pivot post play that I 
think calls for comment is that 
the new rules make for the use 
of smaller and cleverer men in 
basketball. We still have to have 
height around the boards, but the 
team as a whole will have to be 
more clever.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30. GPi 
President Roosevelt late yesterday 
asked congress for $2,249,178,474 
to meet expenses of the bonus pay¬ 
ment act. 

In a letter to Speaker Byrns 
the President asked the appropria¬ 
tion of $2,237,000,000 to establish 
an adjusted service certificate 
fund to provide payment of the 
face value of the certificates au¬ 
thorized under the act passed 
Monday over his veto. 

No Tax Reference 

There was nothing in the letter 
about new taxes to raise the 
money. 

He proposed appropriating 
$5,. r )00,000 for expenses of the vet¬ 
erans administration and $6,678,- 
<75, for expenses of the treasury 
In administering the law. 

The absence of a tax request in¬ 
dicated that for the present, at 
least, the administration would 
borrow to meet the cost of the 
bonus. Since Mr Roosevelt has 
said the bonds will not be ready 
for distribution until July, the 
greater part of the expense will 
fall in the next fiscal year, leaving 
ample time to raise new funds. 
Secretary Morgenthau has said the 
borrowing will be "orthodox.” 

AWAIT WORD 

Chairman Doughton (D., N. C.) 
of the ways and means committee, 
where tax legislation must origi¬ 
nate, said he did not see that Mr. 
Roosevelt's request for funds - 
which he regarded as routine — 
neeessarily meant new tax legis¬ 
lation would be sought. He re¬ 
iterated it. was his disposition to 
await definite word from the 
White House or the treasury be¬ 
fore doing anything at. all on 
taxes. 

Powerful members of congress 
were known, however to be con¬ 
sidering advising Mr. Roosevelt to 
delay the question until next ses¬ 
sion. 

Amount I'nknown 

In lieu of new taxes, it was be¬ 
lieved that the treasury, for the 
present at least, would borrow to 
meet the bonus cost. 

Since no one knows how many 
veterans will choose to cash their 
bonus next summer and how many 
will hold them for years to obtain 
the 3 per cent interest offered, 
experts find it impossible to say 
just how much money will be 
needed in the near future. 

Estimates of the eventual rost 
of the bonus range from $2,491,- 
000,000 to something like $1,000,- 
000,000. Tlie last figure was men- 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 30. (Ah— 
Col. Frank Knox, Chicago publish¬ 
er and a possibility for the Re¬ 
publican Presidential nomination, 
last night urged business, as a 
public trust, to "stand up and 
fight,” instead of complaining.

"lad businessmen go to the 
people and tell them the 
amount of taxes that have to be 
paid in order that this same 
public may be served,” he said. 
"Tell to employes the story of 
taxes. Show them that if it 
were not for the increasing tax 
burdens imposed by this pres¬ 
ent administration that better 
wages could be paid." 

He said "open defiance of the 
constitution,” the "abject servility 
by a majority of senators and 
congressmen,” and attempts to 
discredit the supreme court had 
brought a situation unparalleled 
in America "since the days of the 
Civil war.” 

TTp to People 

He described the supreme court 
as the "one remaining American 
body in Washington," and assert¬ 
ed the American people in No¬ 
vember would have to decide be¬ 
tween "becoming vassals to a dic¬ 
tator in the guise of a Democra¬ 
tic President, or remaining free 
citizens of a free republic.” 

Colonel Knox promised his full 
support to whomever won the 
party nomination at the June 
convention here.

Loved throughout his domain for his democracy and 
sportsmanship, the new king is widely recognized for the 
part he played in stabilizing the 
constitutional monarchy of Great 
Britain in the dreary days after 
the war. 

In 14 years after the armistice, 
he made 10 extended journeys to 
colonies and dominions, to the 
United States and South American 
republics, and the stories of his 
popularity in these countries did 
much to strengthen the confidence 
of the English people in him. 

Victoria's Favorite 

Nor did he neglect the prob¬ 
lems at home. He made many in¬ 
spection trips to the great indus¬ 
trial centers and he was out¬ 
spoken in deploring the conditions 
he found. He gained popularity 
from his interest in sports, by the 
jaunty, carefree manner in which 
he piayed golf, tennis and polo, 
rode to hounds or drove a speed¬ 
boat. 

Edward VIII has enjoyed this 
popularity almost from the day of 
his birth. Born on June 23, 1894, 
within the reign of Queen Vic¬ 
toria, he was the favorite great¬ 
grandchild of the queen.

BERLIN, Jan. 30. CV)- Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler declared to the 
German people today: "Whoever 
opposes us now docs it not be¬ 
cause we are Nazis but because 
we restored military independ¬ 
ence to Germany.” 

His statement marked the na¬ 
tional celebration of the third an¬ 
niversary of Adolf Hitler’s Instal¬ 
lation as chancellor of Germany. 

Troops on Hand 
Twenty-six thousand of his 
Nazi storm troop veterans as¬ 
sembled from all over Germany 
stood before him as he spoke 
from the steps of the old mu¬ 
seum on the edge of the great 
lustgarten. 

"Others are surprised at the 
miracle of Jan. 30, 1933," said 
Hitler. “Not we. For more 
than a decade we had looked 
forward to It confidently. ... 

“All that I am, I am through 
you; all that you are, you are 
through me. Never has there 
been a closer bond between a 
leader and followers than be¬ 
tween you and me.” 

The Reichsfuehrer's speech was 
preceded by a brief address by 
Paul Joseph Goebbels, minister of 
propaganda, who declared he was 
proud to say that Berlin now was 
a German city after having elim¬ 
inated Jews and Marxists. 

Reviews Event* 

Goebbels reviewed the events of 
three years ago when the late 
President Paul von Hindenburg 
entrusted the chancellorship to 
the Nazi leader. 

The propaganda minister paid 
tribute to the storm troops as 
“the conscience of the national so¬ 
cial socialist revolution.” He 
added: “The storm troop organi¬ 
zation accompanies its leader to 
its last breath in his difficult 
task, with its love and boundless 
faith in him.” 

“H’e seek peace because we 
love it,” the Rcichsfuehrer de¬ 
clared. "But we insist on our 
honor because we do not live 
without it. 

"Whoever believes he can deal 
with us as slaves will find we 
are the most obstinate people im¬ 
aginable. We are no longer de¬ 
fenseless helots (slaves) but self- 
confident world citizens. . . .”

Vegetable Growers association, 
including growers in Ventura, Or¬ 
ange, parts of Los Angeles, Im¬ 
perial and Riverside counties, will 
open offices this week in the farm 
bureau building, Santa Ana. 

The offices will be maintained 
by the association until the time 
of its annua! meeting on March 
2, it was announced by Chair¬ 
man Lawrence Kokx, Orange. 

The Vegetable Growers associa¬ 
tion is leading the fight to secure 
a payment rate of $15 per ton 
roadside for tomatoes this year 
from canners and packers in the 
Southern California district. Ef¬ 
forts during the past two weeks 
have been directed toward secur¬ 
ing a majority of the Southern 
California growers to sign up with 
the association for marketing of 


their tomatoes, Mr. Kokx said. 

With more than 90 per cent of 
the tomatoes grown in the South¬ 
ern California district already con¬ 
tracted to the association, it is be¬ 
lieved that when negotiations open 
next week with canners, the price 
rise will be effected. 

Shortly after representatives of 
the growers met with canners and 
demanded the increase from $10 
to $15 a ton, the canners offered 
a compromise settlement of $12. 
This was rejected by the growers, 
and no further negotiations have 
been held, due to canners’ repre¬ 
sentatives attending the annual 
canners association convention in 
the East.

Landon's View 

An affable “thank you” was his 
only acknowledgement to the 
party workers who greeted him as 
“the next President.” 

Briefly, the Landon view of na¬ 
tional questions: 

National Government — “The 
time has come for a direct attack 
on the attempt at Washington to 
substitute a tax-eating bureau¬ 
cracy for a liberal democratic 
system.” 

National Finances—“A nation 
will survive to correct its political 
mistakes * * * if an unsound fi¬ 
nancial program is coupled with 
such mistakes * * * the nation 
faces destruction. 

Relief—“We need desperately a 
cheaper, simpler and more re¬ 
sponsible relief administration 
through the nation.” 

Farm Problem—“A policy that 
is not limited in its benefits to 
immediate cash returns. but 
seeks as well to rebuild the fer¬ 
tility of the soil * * * would fit in 
with the demand of agriculture 
for equality with industry.” 

The Supreme Court—“The ac¬ 
tion of the supreme court in cut¬ 
ting away some of the errors in 
recent national legislation has 
given a healthy impetus to our en¬ 
tire economic life.” 

The Constitution “The consti¬ 
tution is not an obstacle to prog¬ 
ress * * * it is the balance wheel 
of progress.” 

His Platform 

The choice, he said, “is not 
whether to keep on with the mis¬ 
takes of the so-called New Deal or 
return to the mistakes of the old 
order. The old order belongs to 
the past but sound American prin¬ 
ciples persist.” 

For the next Republican nation¬ 
al platform Landon suggested: 

“A straightforward declaration 
that will set forth the careful 
thought and serious convictions 
not of one person but of many. 
* * * Behind the platform * * * 
must be an honest intention to re¬ 
deem its pledges.”

They remem¬ 
ber how Welfare island had become “a country club for 
gangsters,” with the chief ruffians living in luxury in 
the prison hospital while the infirm were shoved into 
dank cells to suffer—and all with the connivance of a 
weak and corrupt warden. 

The Welfare island case, of course, was exceptional. 
There crowded quarters, lack of work, use of drugs, and 
general corruption had brought about a state of horrible 
depravity. 

No one should assume because of circumstances of j 
the Loeb murder, that a like situation exists in the big 
Joliet prison. Perhaps Loeb’s special privileges were 
considered advisable by authorities, and he took ad¬ 
vantage of them for his own purposes. 

It’s no easy job to boss a big prison. The warden j 
has only a handful of guards with whom to control sev¬ 
eral thousand desperate, caged men. They desire only 
one thing—escape. The dull grind of prison life stimu¬ 
lates their passions and wits to a point of hysteria. 

The warden sits on a human volcano. Often in order 
to control the mass, he is forced to call upon certain 
“key” prisoners for help. These “key” prisoners, through 
natural qualities and other means, exercise an influ¬ 
ence over their fellows. In return for the assistance, 
they get extra privileges, such as better food, longer 
recreation hours, and preferred quarters. 

When the lid is lifted at Joliet—and the public 
should insist that it be lifted—the truth will boil out. 

Blame for the repulsive Loeb murder and the condi¬ 
tions leading up to it will be fixed. The fault will fall 
upon the miserable criminals, the prison officials, or 
the American prison system. 

If either of the first two are responsible, correction 
will be easy. But if the prison system be found at fault, 
reform will prove a long and difficult task.

HELP SOLVE THIS PROBLEM 

L OTS of good citizens are talking these days about 
how desirable it would be to have a municipal audi¬ 
torium. 

You can hear them chatting on the subject—espe¬ 
cially as they leave a crowded meeting where they’ve 
been forced to sit in the aisle or in another room to hear 
the program on a broadcasting set. 

An interesting plan for constructing a city audito¬ 
rium at the least possible cost to taxpayers has been 
suggested by former Mayor E. G. Warner. He proposes 
that a combination auditorium and library be built in 
the west half of Birch park, pointing out that sale of the 
old library building and site will provide funds to finance 
part of the new structure and that the park location will 
cost nothing. His plan has much to commend it. 

Other loyal Santa Anans no doubt have ideas upon 
this important subject. It would be a fine thing if they 
would express their thoughts publicly at meetings or 
through the press so that popular sentiment would tend 
to become crystallized. 

Santa Ana could make good use of a large audito¬ 
rium. The thing to decide is how to get it and where to 
put it to the best advantage of the entire community.

HISTORIC STRUGGLE 

In a long, narrow, high-ceilinged 
room on the ground floor of the 
capitol, a momentous struggle is 
being waged in strictest secrecy. 

The room is the meeting place 
of the senate foreign relations com¬ 
mittee, comprising most of the big 
names of the senate. The issue is 
the all-important one of permanent 
legislation to replace the tem¬ 
porary neutrality act expiring 
Feb. 29. 

On the surface, the battle is 
two-sided, with the contestants 
agreed on the desirability of a new 
law but differing on its scope. 

One group, supporting the ad- i 
ministration, wants to give the 
President some discretion in en¬ 
forcing neutrality. The second, 
deeply distrustful of executive 
wartime power, demands explicit 
restrictions as to what he shall j 
and shall not do. 

These two groups, however, arc 
not far apart and could be recon¬ 
ciled were it not for a third group. 
This is extremely guarded in its 
maneuvers, screening them behind j 
discreet objections and lofty- 
sounding sentiments. But the truth 
is that it is opposed to any kind 
of neutrality legislation. 

Committee members say pri¬ 
vately that Senator Hiram John¬ 
son, of California, is the leading 
exponent of this attitude. They 
lay at his doorstep chief responsi¬ 
bility for the slow dragging out of 
the committee's secret delibera¬ 
tions. Some of his committee col¬ 
leagues even go so far as to credit 
him with a one-man filibuster. 

Johnson has repeatedly demand¬ 
ed that the committee withhold 
decision until the League of Na¬ 
tions has definitely declared itself ! 
on the long-pending question of an j 
oil embargo against Italy. As a ; 
result, senate floor leaders have 1 
told the President it may be neces¬ 
sary to extend the temporary neu¬ 
trality act 30 or 60 days.
